New York, May 26.—(Special.}—The 
interview sent out from New_York 
today with ex-Governor Ames, 0 S8a- 
chusetts, who after a conference with Mr. 
Blaine announced that he would accept the 
nomination, created a feeling of perfect 
confidence the Blaine boomers here 
tonight.

As chairman of the said committee I de- 
sire to reiterate in behalf of our entire or- 
gunization, our allegiance to the democratic 
party of South Carolina and to the national 
democratic party of the United States our 
recognition of the constitution of the demo- 
cratic party of the state, and of the jurisdic- 
tion of the committee over which you preside, 
as the executive committee of the entire 
democracy of South Carolina. 

Submitting our ticket to the arbitrament of 
the democratic voters at the August primary 
under all the rules of the party, we, 0 
course, claim from the state democratic com- 
mittee, irrespective of the rersonal predic- 
tions of its members, equal and exact justice, 
no more and no less, in the arrangements for 
campaign meetings appointed by the state 
democratic committee and in the conduct of 
the primary election, which is to decide upon 
the nomination for state oflicers, by the selec- 
tion of delegates to the September convention. 
And I am glad to notice, from reported in- 
terviews given by you to the press, that as the 
head of the democratic party of the state, you 
candidly and fully accord to us this claim, as 
one of right and justice. 

Communicating with you in this spirit, I 
desire to ascertain the ruling of the state 
democratic committee upon a point, not com- 
prehended by us clearly, as expressed in the 
constitution of the party. It is this: 

Article VI prescribes that the state nomi- 
nating convention for state officers, etc., shall 
be composed of delegates from each county, 
in the numerical proportion to which such 
county is éntitled in both branches of the 
general assembly. Our inquiry is whether the 
number of delegates in each county shall be 
equal to the number of members of the gen- 
eral assembly to which each county is en- 
titled, or shall be double that number, as has 
been the custom in all conventions hitherto, 
including the May convention of this vear. 

Also, whether alternates may be voted for 
at the primary, or whether the delegates shall 
fill vacancies. 

Please present this matter to the state ex- 
ecutive committee, at the meeting about to 
be held and favor me with an early reply and 
oblige. Yours truly,

SILYERIN THE SENATE 


Morgan and Stewart Stir the Old 
Men Up, 


AND BRING THEM T0 A SUDDEN TEST 


As to What Their Real Standing Is 
on the Silver Question. 


A PROSPECT THAT THE BILL WILL PASS 


When the President Will Be Put in the 
Nine Hole, with No Escape from 
His Embarrassment. 


Washington, May 26.—(Special.)}—The 
silver question will not down. 

Indeed, instead of being downed, there 
is a better chance of a free coinage bill 
passing both hanuses of congress right 
now, than there hab been this session. 

This morning Senator Stewart caught 
the senate napping, and made a motion 
to take up the pending free coinage Dill. 

Before the senators actually realized 


what the motion was the clerk was call-’ 


ing the roll. Then there was a stampede 
from the chamber by the senators who 
feared the issue. Senator Hill was one of 
those who declined to commit himself by 
a vote. 

Mr, Stewart’s resolution passed by a 
vote of twenty-eight to twenty. This vote 
probably represents the sentiment of the 
senate on the question. 

The Debate Opens. 

The debate then commenced on the 
bill, and went on yntil adjournment. The 
silver senators feel quite jubilant over 
their victory, and tonight they declare 
a free coinage bill will be passed by the 
senate within less than a week. In that 
event, the bill will be sent to the house, 
and that body will take it up for consider- 
ation. If the senate passes it, the house 
will have to do likewise, and the Dill 
will then go to the president and place 
him in the embarrassing position of either 


having to sign or veto it. Whatever he ¢ 


does, his action will have the effect 
of weakening him before the republican 
convention. Indeed, it is believed that the 
eagerness of some of the republican sen- 


ators to pass a free coinage bill right at. 


this stage of the session is because they 
think it will surely kill off all prospects 
of the renomination of President Harri- 
son, and clear the field for Blaine, who, 
it is said, would not veto a free coinage 
vill, were he the occupant of the white 
house. What effect such action will have 
upon Mr. Clevelaad’s chances in the dem- 
ocratic convention no one can tell right 
now, but there are those connected with 
the programme, who say that the passage 
of -a free coinage bill by the houses of 
congress now would mean the political 
death of both Harrison and Cleveland. 
Will Bring It to a Vote. 

The silver senators will attempt to 
get a vote on the final passage of the bill 
in the senate this week. The principal 
speech of today was delivered by Senator 
Morgan, of Alabama, who declared that 
if both parties nominated candidates for 
president who were opposed to free coin- 
age, the great mass of the people of the 
country who were in favor of the free 
coinage of silver, would have but little 
preference for one over the other. The 
inference drawn from his remarks was 
that thousands of people, who want finan- 
cial relief, would be forced to join the 
third party. The debate will go on tomor- 
row, and as there is a decided probability 
of the bill passing at an early date, it will 
create much interest. 

Extending the Reciprocity Scheme. 

The president today issued a proclama- 
tion promulgating a reciprocity treaty with 
Austria-Hungary. Its terms are similar 
to those in force with Germany, Italy and 
Switzerland. 

The Unexpended Balance, 

The expended balance of public moneys 
now in the hands of disbursing officers is 
$22,559,900. Secretary Foster regards this 
as largely exceeding the actual require- 
ments of the service, especially in view of 
the fact that the cash balance of ~the 
treasury, including national bank deposits 
and subsidiary and nunor coin, has fallen 
to $26,946,335. To remedy this state of 
affairs, he issued a circular today to dis- 
bursing officers, instructing them to cover 
into the treasury at the end of the current 
fiscal year all money advanced to them 
from appropriations pertaining to the year 
1891 and of prior years, remaining unex- 
pended at that date; also to cover into the 
treasury, at the end of the first quarter of 
the next fiscal year, all unexpended bal- 
ances remaining to their credit from ap- 
propriations of 1892, to check, on and 
after July 1, 1892, against any balances 
standing to their official credit in payment 
of public dues without regard to appro- 
priations, and to make requisitions for such 
funds only as may be necessary for the 
prompt fulfillment of public engagements, 
as the same may arise from month to 
month. Disbursing officials are required to 
settle accounts monthly instead of quarter- 
ly. At the present, the effect of this order 
will be to retain more money available 
for the current wants of the treasury.

Lee Crandall, of Washington, Henry 
Jones, of Georgia, and E. P. Stark, of 
Ohio, were elected secretaries. 

After recess, General Warner was made 
permanent chairman. The temporary sec- 
retaries were made permanent and the 
following vice presidents were chosen:

Niles, O., May 26.—A cloudburst at Kings- 
man, a small village two miles northwest of 
this city, has resulted in a flood which has 
caused the death of at least six persons and 
the destruction of a vast amount of property 
and stock. A number of physicians from this 
city are now at the scene.

A 
large dam, about two miles above the village 
broke, and a solid wall of water poured down 
the river’s bed. No one was warned, as all 
thought themselves secure. i

GUARDING THE LEVEES. 


Several New Orévasses—Valuable Land Over 
flowed. 

Vicksburg, May 26.—The latest crevasse 
occurred at Craig’s Landing, Ark., and 
threatens the line of the Vickburg, Shreve- 
port and Pacific railroad as well as the 
fertile region known as Lenas basin. It 
will also overflow considerable portions of 
the river parishes of East Carroll, Madi- 
son, Tensas and probably Concordia. 

An overflow at this season means bank- 
ruptcy for planters and starvation for la- 
borers and tenants. The latest reports say 
it is already 150 feet wide and eight feet 
deep. It is not cutting fast, but there is no 
hope of closing it at this stage of the 
water. The levees are being guarded by 
armed men with unremitting vigilance. 
There is reason to fear they may be cut 
by interested persons. This morning, at 
Gunnison, Miss., above Greenville, an un- 
known white man who had crossed over 
from Arkansas and was attempting to dy- 
namite the levee, was shot dead by the 
guards. At night any one destring to land 
on the levee must give warning to avoid 
being shot.

The blood gushed from the 
wound, and the green grass by the sidewalk 
under the shade trees was made horrible 
with the crimson flood and brains that 
oozed from the death wound. 

This was at half-past 9 o’clock, and at 
five minutes to 12 o'clock Ben Wilder 
breathed his last. He never recovered con- 
sciousness, and Drs. N. G. Gemmnuer, 
Johnson and Ross, who were quickly in at- 
tendance, at once pronounced the case hope- 
lesa, the ball having passed clear through 
the brain. 

Wilder has been in the employ of the 
courts here for some time.

But the board unanimously refused to ac 
cept Mr. Bray’s resignation, knowing his 
valuable service in the past, and assured 
him that no reflection was meant upon 
him by the rejection of the report.

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Our Military Organizations. 


Since the opening of the encampment 
at Griffin it has occurred to us that there 
is a painful lack of interest in military 
affairs among our people, and especially 
here in Atlanta. 

Now, a@ strong well-disciplined and well- 
equipped body of volunteer military is 
@ necessity in every southern state,. and 
in every large city. Two or three times in 
the past few years we have bordered on 
an emergency that would have made the 
aid of the military very welcome, and at 
any time in the future circutustances may 
be such as to imperatively require the 
presence of soldiers to suppress lawless 
violence and preserve order. 

It is unnecessary to outline the various 
possibilities which are liable to material- 
ize in a day or in a year. The thing to do 
is to be prepared. 


"Naturally, our volunteer companies are 
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composed of young men, and the majority 
are employed in various lines of business, 
and cannot control the time that is con- 
sumed in meetings, drills and encamp- 
ments. Unfortunately, in some instances, 
their employers are unwilling to let them 
off, and this seriously interferes with the 
progress of our military organizations. 

This is true of our own city, and it is 
to be regretted. Colonel Calhoun has work- 
ed hard to keep up the infantry organiza- 
tions in his Fourth Georgia battalion, but 
there are times when he must find the 
outlook very discouraging. Our citizen sol- 
diers from first to last have never cost 
the city govenment anything, and have 
not been aided eyen to the extent of a 
drill and parade ground. The young men 
in the companies bear the heavy expense 
of their organizations, besides performing 
the public duties imposed upon them.

employing class—should encourage cur 
volunteer companies, and give their em- 
ployes permission to take all the time 
that is needed for the meetings, drills and 
encampments.

But Mr. Harrison’s littleness is proof 
against the change from Indianapolis to 
the white house. It has grown more pot- 
bellied and pompous, but that is all. The 
republican party might sift itself from 
one end of the country to the other, and 
it would fail to find a man better fitted 
to direct its meanest policies and its 
petty spites. 

The conflict in the republican party 
between the Blaine and Harrison forces 
is, on the face of it, merely a contes/ 
between friendly competitors, but it goes 
deeper than that. It is a contest between 
the sectionalists and anti-gectionalists, 
and it is to be hoped that Mr. Blaine will 
win. If we are to have a republican 
president it will be infinitely better for 
the country that Mr. Blaine should be the 
man. He represents the best and most 
patriotic element, and is, in some of his 
aspirations, a genuine American with no 
trace of the selfish and narrow views 
that characterize the present occupant of 
the white house.

Progress and Prosperity. 

The congestion of money in the great 
financial centers of the world has reached 
its limit, and now a reactionary wave 
is beginning to roll outward. 

Paris, London and New York complain 
that the money market is glutted. The 
Bank of France has reduced its rate of 
discount to nominal figures. The Bank 
of England discount is barely 1 per cent, 
and the accumulation of money has caus- 
ed a lively demand for American securi- 
uas, and there is a very active investment 
demand. In New York last week the 
average rate for call loans was about 11-2 
per cent, and loans for a year are quoted 
at from 31-2 to 4 per cent on good mixed 
collateral. The drift of gold from this 
country to Europe has stopped and it is 
not likely that any more will go out this 
spring and summer. 

Capital will not remain idle and unpro- 
ductive. It will seek investment and em- 
ployment outside of the money centers, 
and as the south is a safe and promising 
field of development and enterprise it 
will come here as surely as rivers.run to 
the sea. 

The statistics of the eleventh census, 
now just beginning to attract the atten- 
tion of financial circles, will greatly help 
this section. We have a monopoly in cot- 
ton, an inexhaustible supply of iron and 
coal, abundance of timber, and we have 
steadily increased our crops of oats, 
wheat, corn and hay, and our supply of 
home-bred horses, mules, cattle and hogs. 

We have in the past decade increased 
our taxable values 75 per cent, agricul- 
tural products 54 per cent, live stock 47 
per cent, manufactures 12.9 per cent, min- 
eral output 867 per cent, fruits 100 per 
cent, pig iron 108 per cent, lumber pro- 
ducts 183 per cent, and population 19.9 
per cent, 

Then our state, county, munic 
ipal and per capita indebtedness has de- 
creased. The commercial reports show 
fewer failures and reduced liabilities. 
Despite the decline in cotton, the failures 
and liabilities in the south are less for 
1892 than for 1891. Our average increase 
of per capita wealth from 1880 to 1890 
was 100 per cent more than in the New 
England states or in the central west. 

We are now producing more pig iron 
than the whole country turned out in 
1870, and in ten years the number of our 
looms and spindles has increased 300 per 
cent, while the south consumes nearly as 
much raw cotton in her manufactures as 
was consumed in the entire country in 
1866. Our wool manufactures have also 
increased nearly 300 per cent in ten 
years. 

These facts do not make it apparent 
that existing financial conditions are just 
and favorable; they simply show that the 
south ha ospered in spite of a robber 
tariff and<an oppressive financial system. 
That we hive done so well under disad- 
vantages shows that with the liberal legis- 
lation demanded by the democratic 
masses this section would leap into an 
era of flush times. 

But it is in the highest degree encourag- 
ing to know that we are forging ahead. 
In the near future the completion of the 
Nicaragua canal, the opening of direct 
trade with Europe, and the shifting of 
the cotton manufacturing industry to the 
cotton region will make our advancement 
and development still more rapid. We 
have passed through the worst of our 
trials and struggles, and our future is 
just what brains, pluck and hard work 
will make it! | 


Kipling on New York. 

In the course of a year a close observer 
will be able to discover in the newspapers 
of New York a great many allusions to 
southern provinciality—though they call 
it “provincialism.” When the south 
flinches a little on account of the unfriend- 
ly criticism, the rest of the country is 
invited to behold the fruits of “provincial- 
ism.” We suppose there is a good deal 
of truth in the charge. There is a good 
deal of provinciality in the south, as be- 
comes a section which has a good opinion 
of itself. : : 

Yet it is both curious and amusing te 
See the metropolis and its newspapers 
suffering from the same disease. Mr. Rud- 
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duplicate these symptoms of provincial- 
ity. 

What is most important about the 
whole matter is the fact that nearly every 
statement in Mr. Kipling’s letter to 
which the editors object may be found in 
the columns of the New York papers— 
in their editorials and in their budget of 


city news. In point of fact, the bulk of 


the Kipling letter bears internal evidence 
that it is an elaboration of statements to 
be found in the New York papers. Mr. 
Kipling has tried to dress the matter up; 
he has striven (and in vain) to give it a 

“rary twang; but that is all. His state- 
m?2its are old acquaintances, familiar to 
readers of the metropolitan dailies. 

Mr. Kipling’s offense is that he has 
grouped and elaborated the scattering 
complaints and criticisms of the newspa- 
pers, and has given them a touch of his 
own individuality, and for that he is call- 
ed a cad. Well, Joe Howard and Nym 
Crinkle say worse things about New York 
every day in the year, and we fear that 
what they say is the truth. The trouble 
with Kipling is that he has the clumsiness 
of a stranger, but it does not follow that 
the metropolitan editors ought to give 
way to provincial fury because he has 
compiled his opinions from their own 
columns. 


Many a candidate has addled his 
boom by nursing it in hot weather. Mr. 
Blaine has gone to Maine, where his boom 
can be kept cool. 

If Mr. Harrison doesn’t get the nomi- 
nation, he will lead a lonelier life than 
Hayes leads. Hayes was a truly great ex- 
ecutive compared with Mr. Harrison.

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3. The latter half of the plank, whic 
reads as follows: “To the end that the 
money of the people may be such in quan- 
tity and quality as was originally intended 
by the constitution,” simply gives a his- 
torical support and sanction to the first 
half. Because, under the constitution, both 
old and silver are subjects of coinage, and 
or ninety years both were free at the 
mints in whatever quantities the country 
could supply them, although the ratio of 
gold was fixed in 1785 at 1 to 15 and

This, Mr. Editor, is my interpretation of 
the silver plank in our platform. I do not 
see that its language is ambiguous. Such 
was not the intention of the person who 
penned it, whatever may have been the 
understanding of the convention, whose en- 
dorsement alone could give it life and force 
as an element of democratic faith. at- 
ever its merits or demerits may be, I am 
fully committed to it, and have no desire 
to shirk the responsibility. If it be a mis- 
take, it is an honest one. 

A few words in conclusion. Every con- 
gressman and senator from Georgia is on 
record in favor of free silver, and the peo- 
ple of Georgia are with them. Why, then, 
should we not put our convictions into our 
state platform, even though we may know 
that under present political conditions the 
national party will have to subordinate the 
silver question to tariff reform? 

It is said, without serious denial, that 
neither Cleveland nor Hill nor any other 
man can at present carry New York or 
Connecticut or New Jersey on a free-silver 
platform. If that be true, then wisdom 
suggests that the approaching national 
fight be made on the tariff. But the time 
will come when this money question will 
be fought out at the polls on new align- 
ments, and then may truth and justice pre- 
vail.

Our Military Organizations. 


Since the opening of the encampment 
at Griffin it has occurred to us that there 
is a painful lack of interest in military 
affairs among our people, and especially 
here in Atlanta. 

Now, a strong well-disciplined and well- 
equipped body of volunteer military is 
@ necessity in every southern state, and 
in every large city. Two or three times in 
the past few years we have bordered on 
an emergency that would have made the 
aid of the military very welcome, and at 
any time in the future circutustances may 
be such as to imperatively require the 
presence of soldiers to suppress lawless 
violence and preserve order. 

It is unnecessary to outline the various 
possibilities which are liable to material- 
ize in a day or in a year. The thing to do 
is to be prepared. 


“Naturally, our volunteer companies are 


composed of young men, and the majority 
@re employed in various lines of business, 
and cannot control the time that is con- 
sumed in meetings, drills and encamp- 
ments. Unfortunately, in some instances, 
their employers are unwilling to let them 
off, and this seriously interferes with the 
progress of our military organizations. 
This is true of our own city, and it is 
to be regretted. Colonel Calhoun has work- 
ed hard to keep up the infantry organiza- 
tions in his Fourth Georgia battalion, but 
there are times when he must find the 
outlook very discouraging. Our citizen sol- 
diers from first to last have never cost 
the city govenment anything, and have 
mot been aided eyen to the extent of a 
drill and parade ground. The young men 
in the companies bear the heavy expense 
of their organizations, besides performing 
the public duties imposed upon them. 
It strikes us that the business men—the 
employing class—should encourage cur 
volunteer companies, and give their em- 
ployes permission to take all the time 
that is needed for the meetings, drills and 
encampments. After all, this very class— 
rs—will be most benefited in 
Rie has: by having a body of first- 
class volunteer military within call—ready 
to protect life and property in times of 
lawless turbulence.

Progress and Prosperity. 

The congestion of money in the great 
financial centers of the world has reached 
its limit, and now a reactionary wave 
is beginning to roll outward. 

Paris, London and New York complain 
that the money market is glutted. The 
Bank of France has reduced its rate of 
discount to nominal figures. The Bank 
of England discount is barely 1 per cent, 
and the accumulation of money has caus- 
ed a lively demand for American securi- 
uas, and there is a very active investment 
demand. In New York last week the 
average rate for call loans was about 11-2 
per cent, and loans for a year are quoted 
at from 31-2 to 4 per cent on good mixed 
collateral, The drift of gold from this 
country to Europe has stopped and it is 
not likely that any more will go out this 
spring and summer. 

Capital will not remain idle and unpro- 
ductive. It will seek investment and em- 
ployment outside of the money centers, 
and as the south is a safe and promising 
field of development and enterprise it 
will come here as surely as rivers.run to 
the sea. 

The statistics of the eleventh census, 
now just beginning to attract the atten- 
tion of financial circles, will greatly help 
this section. We have a monopoly in cot- 
ton, an inexhaustible supply of iron and 
coal, abundance of timber, and we have 
steadily increased our crops of oats, 
wheat, corn and hay, and our supply of 
home-bred horses, mules, cattle and hogs. 

We have in the past decade increased 
our taxable values 75 per cent, agricul- 
tural products 54 per cent, live stock 47 
per cent, manufactures 12.9 per cent, min- 
eral output 867 per cent, fruits 100 per 
cent, pig iron 108 per cent, lumber pro- 
ducts 133 per cent, and population 19.9 
per cent, 

Then our state, county, munic 
ipal and per capita indebtedness has de- 
creased. The commercial reports show 
fewer failures and reduced liabilities. 
Despite the decline in cotton, the failures 
and liabilities in the south are less for 
1892 than for 1891. Our average increase 
of per capita wealth from 1880 to 1890 
was 100 per cent more than in the New 
England states or in the central west. 

We are now producing more pig iron 
than the whole country turned out in 
1870, and in ten years the number of our 
looms and spindles has increased 300 per 
cent, while the south consumes nearly as 
much raw cotton in her manufactures as 
was consumed in the entire country in 
1866. Our wool manufactures have also 
increased nearly 300 per cent in ten 
years. 

These facts do not make it apparent 
that existing financial conditions are just 
and favorable; they simply show that the 
south has prospered in spite of a robber 
tariff and an oppressive financial system. 
That we have done so well under disad- 
vantages shows that with the liberal legis- 
lation demanded by the democratic 
masses this section would leap into an 
era of flush times. 

Kut it is in the highest degree encourag- 
ing to know that we are forging ahead. 
In the near future the completion of the 
Nicaragua canal, the opening of direct 
trade with Europe, and ‘the shifting of 
the cotton manufacturing industry to the 
cotton region will make our advancement 
and development still more rapid. We 
have passed through the worst of our 
trials and struggles, and our future is 
just what brains, pluck and hard work 
will make it! 


Kipling on New York. 

In the course of a year a close observer 
will be able to discover in the newspapers 
of New York a great many allusions to 
southern provinciality—though they call 
it “provincialism.” When the south 
flinches a little on account of the unfriend- 
ly criticism, the rest of the country is 
invited to behold the fruits of “‘provincial- 
ism.” We suppose there is a good deal 
of truth in the charge. There is a good 
deal of provinciality in the south, as be- 
comes a section which has a good opinion 
of itself. 

Yet it is both curious and amusing te 
see the metropolis and its newspapers 
suffering from the same disease. Mr. Rud- 
yard Kipling, the Indian story writer, 
passed through New York recently and 
has written a letter giving his opinion of 
the city. This letter, it may be said, was 
not in the nature of a tribute to the me-

duplicate these symptoms of provincial- 
ity. : 

What is most important about the 
whole matter is the fact that nearly every 
statement in Mr. Kipling’s letter to 
which the editors object may be found in 
the columns of the New York papers— 
in their editorials and in their budget of 
city news. In point of fact, the bulk of 
the Kipling letter bears internal evidence 
that it is an elaboration of statements to 
be found in the New York papers. Mr. 
Kipling has tried to dress the matter up; 
he has striven (and in vain) to give it a 
li*-rary twang; but that is all. His state- 
mits are old acquaintances, familiar to 
readers of the metropolitan dailies. 

Mr. Kipling’s offense is that he has 
grouped and elaborated the scattering 
complaints and criticisms of the newspa- 
pers, and has given them a touch of his 
own individuality, and for that he is call- 
ed a cad. Well, Joe Howard and Nym 
Crinkle say worse things about New York 
every day in the year, and we fear that 
what they say is the truth. The trouble 
with Kipling is that he has the clumsiness 
of a stranger, but it does not follow that 
the metropolitan editors ought to give 
way to provincial fury because he has 
compiled his opinions from their own 
columns.

This, Mr. Editor, is my interpretation of 
the silver plank in our platform. I do not 
see that its language is ambiguous. Such 
was not the intention of the person who 
penned it, whatever may have been the 
understanding of the convention, whose en- 
dorsement alone could give it life and force 
as an element of democratic faith. What- 
ever its merits or demerits may be, I am 
fully committed to it, and have no desire 
to shirk the responsibility. If it be a mis- 
take, it is an honest one. 

A few words in conclusion. Every con- 
gressman and senator from Georgia is on 
record in favor of free silver, and the peo- 
ple of Georgia are with them. Why, then, 
should we not put our convictions into our 
state platform, even though we may know 
that under present political conditions the 
national party will have to subordinate the 
silver question to tariff reform? 

It is said, without serious denial, that 
neither Cleveland nor Hill nor any other 
man can at present carry New York or 
Connecticut or New Jersey on a free-silver 
platform, If that be true, then wisdom 
suggests that the approaching national 
fight be made on the tariff. But the time 
will come when this money question will 
be fought out at the polls on new align- 
ments, and then may truth and justice pre- 
vail.

THE NEWS AT THE CAPITOL 


Hon, Virgil Powers’s Golden Wedding. 
The State Geologist’s Report—A New 
Fertilizer Bulletin. 


The ngw bonds, issued in pursuance of 
an act of the last legislature, have been 
sold, and delivered. Mr. W. J. Speer, as- 
sistant ‘treasurer of the state, left the city 
Tuesday, on the noon train, for New York, 
with 207 onethousand-dollar bonds to be 
delivered to Mr. G. Gunby Jordan, the 
purchaser. 

There were three bids for the bonds, 
and Mr. Jordan’s was the highest. His 
offer was 1011-16 for 41-2 per cents. The 
next highest was by Mr. James E. Gran- 
niss, of the Traders’ National bank, of New 
York, who offered par for 41-2 per cents. 
There was another bid, but it was rejected 
because the form was not in compliance 
with the terms of the act. 

Mr. Jordan’s bid of 1011-16 for four- 
and-a-halfs, makes the rate of interest on 
thirty-year bonds approximately 47-16 per 
cent. The amount realized on the issue is 
$209,199.37, and this, with the $100,000 
annual sinking fund, will pay the $307, 
of bonds maturing in July. The cost of 
engraving the new bonds was $712, and 
the advertising three to four hundred dol- 
lars; so that the expense. is between a 
thousand and eleven hundred. dollars. The 
bonds are dated May 2, 1892, and fall due 
in 1922. The interest {s payable semi- 
annually at the treasurer’s office or in New 
York, at the option of the state. The form 
is a coupon bond, but the act provides that 
it may be exchanged for registered bonds 
when it is especially desired, as in the case 
of trust estates.

His Golden Wedding. 

Yesterday was the fiftieth paaiverpery of 
the wedding of Hon. Virgil Powers, one of 
the railroad commissioners. Railroad life 
is supposed to be more wearing on the con- 
stitution than almost any other, but Mr. 
Powers, like Major Wallace, another hon- 
ored member of the railroad commission, is 
a fine example of longevity with istinction 
in this profession. 

Dr. J. B. Baird tells of an interesting in- 
cident which happened at Major Wallace’s 
home not long ago. The doctor, at that 
time, was in the habit of visiting Major 
Wallace every night at 9 o’clock, and _ he 
had made it a point to be punctual. One 
night he went into the room and found 
Major Wallace sitting on his bed with his 
watch in his hand. ‘‘Why, major,” said 
Dr. Baird, ‘‘am I late; are you calling time 
on me?” 

“No,” said Major Wallace, “I was just 
thinking that I have wound up this watch 
every night for. sixty years, just as I am 
winding it now.’ 

This incident may throw some light on 
the secret of longevity. If there is one 
thing a railroad man learns more thorough- 
ly than another, it is system. Without 
system and regularity, their vast business, 
with its multiplicity of details, would be an 
impossibility. When this regularity can be 
combined with such equanimity as Major 
Wallace and Mr. Powers are blessed with, 
long life and good health come within the 
range of probability. 

A New Fertilizer Bulletin. 


It is the custom of the»Georgia depart- 
ment of agriculture to issue, once or twice 
a season, a bulletin giving the quantitative 
analysis and relative commercial value of 
all the brands of fertilizers in the market. 

These bulletins are very valuable to 
farmers, for they show exactly what kinds 
of plant food, and how much of it a ton of 
any brand on the market. contains. Fur- 
ther than this, they show its commercial 
value, excepting freight and brokerage. 
One of these has already been issued this 
season, and another is now being prepared 
by Mr. Joyner to cover the new brands 
coming into market the latter part of the 
season. The analyses involve immense 
labor on the state chemist, Dr. Payne. 

Commissioner Nesbitt, at present, is out 
of the city attending farm meetings and de- 
livering lectures. 

The State Geologist’s Report. 

Dr. Spencer, the state geologist, is hard 
at work on his report, and expects to have 
it ready for the — printer about the 
1st of July. He traveled a good deal 
the past year, and says one of the worst 
needs of the state is good roads. In con- 
nection with that part of the report which 
will treat of soils, Dr. Spencer will have 
something to say about r roads.
